The  \5rltcr  is  thoroughly  familiar  Tflth  all  conventional  air 
craft  llghte,  noteore.  etc.,  of  v;hlch  he  Is  certain  that  It  v^ao  neither 
The  objects  altitude  Is  uakno^m,  but  from  appearance  In  relation  to  a 
thin  scattering  of  cirro-stratus  clouds  (about  3 to  10^'^)  of  which  It 
was  above,  It  Is  believed  that  It  ranged  in  the  etrcitosuhere  or  high- 
er. The  speed  could  not  be  estimated  due  to  lack  of  triangllating 
refex'ence  points,  and  unkno\<rn  altitudes,  but,  from  past  alrcrtift 
flight  observation  experience,  it*s  speed,  other  tlian  the  tiiree 
hovering  i>03ltlon3,  vras  In  all  probability  in  excess  of  a thousand 
Dllee  per  hour  at  all  times.
